atines ss being done by agents and book- 
ers. The office conducted by the booker 
responsible for the foregoing statement 
and several other booking offices on 
Broadway show a larger gross of business 
than last year at this time his fact 
looms as one of great interest, considere- 
ing that at present almost everyone en- 
countered in the business wails about 
bad times, while last year, when business 
was evidently worse, the complaints were 
lesser in ity. The “bad times” 
complaint proposition seems to have be-

An inspection of the “at liberty” lists 
of recognized agents shows that more 
than 60 per cent of established acts are 
working with a fair decree of consistency 
Those laying off regularly are divided 
into two distinct classes: 

1. So-called “name” acts that were 
overrated to ridiculous proportions 
when the “name” craze was at its 
height some two seasons ago. These 
the bookers now term as “inflated 
names”. 

2. Acts of very poor quality that 
have never worked steadily —even 
when times were undeniably good— 
but blame their present unemployment 
on bad times.

“Up to that time actors used pow- 
dered chalk.” Mr. Lewis said “Since 
then mostly crease paint has been used. 
I believe I was the inventor of it.” 

For the last three vears 
using another of his innovations: water 
color makeup. composed of Armenian 
bole, precipitated chalk and elvycerin. 

“If I onlv had some evebrows now I 
would be happy,” he added. “You see I 
have worn mine almost off applving false 
evebrows. The elue has removed mine.” 

In 1880 Mr. Lewis first arrived in 
America, but not as an actor. He set out 
to prospect for rubies on Catalina Island, 
off the Pacific Coast. There were no ru- 


he has been 


bies. He returned to London. 
But in 1885 he came back to this 
country. Since then he has been more 


American than British: in fact, he is now 
an American citizen 


“Let us go uptown and have a fish 
dinner at Dorlon’s.” a friend sugested 
to Mr. Lewis shortly after he arrived 


“It was a cood dinner.” said the actor, 
“but Dorlon’s did seem a long way up- 
town then.” 

Dorlon's was on 23d 
Broadway 

Mr. Lewis played at the old Star The- 
ater, Broadway and 13th street. with 
Mary Anderson, “Our Mary”, and he 
lived first at the old New York Hotel. 
Fighth street and Broadway, and then 
at the Grand Central, later the Broad- 
way Central Hotel. where Fisk shot 
Stokes over Josie Mansfield. the actress. 

THEATER PRICES BOOSTFD 

“I remember when the best seats in 
the theater cost $1.50." Mr. Lewis con- 
tinued “And I remember when the 
price went to $2. That's a funny story. 
Did you ever hear it? 

“In November, 1889, Lester Wallack 
opened his theater, Wallack’s, at 30th 
street and Broadway 

“He announced he would charge $2 
for the best seats and he did. The Fifth 
Avenue Theater opposite followed suit. 

“Edwin Booth and Lawrence Barrett 
were offered as a twin attraction to in- 
duce people to travel uptown. 

“A woman came to the box office and 
put down $38, asking for two orchestra 
seats. She was told they would cost 8&4. 
There was some debate Finally she 
walked away with this remark: : 

“"*T don't mind paving $1.50 to see Mr. 
Booth but IT do object to paying 50 cents 
to see Mr. Barrett.’” 

The price of theater tickets irks Mr. 
Lewis 

“T was playing in The Great Lover 
with Leo Ditrichstein when my friend, 
Lloyd Osbourne, the stepson of Steven- 
son, you know, wanted to see the play, 
then at the Longacre. Osbourne had to

pay $30 for two tickets—that was shame- 
ful 


“And I can recal! the day when I used 
to go into the 12th street market in 
Philadelphia and pay 10 cents for a 
shoulder of mutton, enough to feed a 
family of four.” 


For many years, both as player and as 
manager, Mr. Lewis was associated with 
Sarah Bernhardt 


One night he happened to be in a 
cambling house in Detroit when he met 
Maurice Grau, the impresario, who was 
playing stud poker 

“Mr. Grau had been playing in bad 
luck and finally was reduced to his last 
cent. He asked me if I had any money 
T pulled out a $50 bill, the only money I 
had in the world, and told him he was 
welcome to that. 


“He took the money, returned to the 
game and when it broke up at 2 a. m he 
was winner by $4.000 or $5,000. 


“When he came over to me to return 
the money he expressed his gratitude 
and asked me if he could do anything 
for me. 

“I must have had a ‘brain wave’, for I 
suggested I would like to go to South 
America the following autumn with 
Mme. Bernhardt—I had read that Mr. 
Grau was planning such a venture 

“He fell in with the idea and to South 
America I went, visiting every country 
except Patagonia and finishing in Mex- 
ico City, where we took passage for Bor- 
deaux.” 

His principal associations were with 
Mary Anderson. who, incidentally, was 
not born in Louisville, as the books have 
it, but in Sacramento, Calif., according 
to Mr. Lewis: with Mme. Bernhardt, Mme, 
Rejane, M. Coquelin, and in later years 
with Mr. Ditrichstein and Maude Ad- 
ams 

Fifty vears ago he played his first “old 
man” role and he still plavs that kind. 

SHERMAN AS A “SUPER” 

“Six weeks ago I was in St. Louis and 
it brought back to me the time I was in 
Ingomar, as one of the lone-haired bar- 
barians Behind me carrying a spear 
was another barbarian. In some fashion 
his spear caught my wig and yanked it 
off my head, carrying it on his spear- 
point. 

“TI ran after the other man and de- 
manded my wig back. He laughed ge- 
nially and remarked: ‘I always like to 
get ahead.’ 

“Well, not at the expense of my head,’ 
I jested. and then noticed a large scar 
on his face. I recognized him at once 
It was Gen. William T. Sherman, playing 
the role of a ‘super’ for a lark. 

“IT had a similar experience in Glasgow 
at another time. Mary Anderson put on 
Romeo and Juliet, and it was her idea 
it should be played in thirteenth century 
costume. One of the dancers in the 
ballroom scene, wearing e long domino 


that covered his head, had on a pair of 
gold spectacles. I suggested to him the 
glasses were an anachronism. He 
laughed and agreed with me. He was 
William Black, the novelist, also playing 
a ‘super’ for the fun of it 

You have often heard of the Shake- 
speare-Bacon controversy, of course. I 
once proposed that they open Shake- 
speare’s grave and if the body had turned 
over it would be indisputable evidence he 
wrote the plays. 

“It happened this way. In 1889 IT man- 
aged a p to Stratford on Avon for 
Mme. Bernhardt to play in Hamlet 
Shakespeare’s birthplace as a memorial 
to him. We used a French version and 
can you imagine this: we had to pav 
14 pounds English money 4s royalty to 
those who wrote that version, Eugene 
Morand and Marcel Schwab, for the 
privilege of acting it Y thought that 
Shakespeare truly must have turned over 
in his grave after that—in his own 
birthplace, too..

DINED WITH GLADSTONE 

“Well. I have had an interesting life. 
T cannot complain. tho I suppose every 
one complains about his own profession 
1 have had luncheon with Gladstone. I 
dined with Rossini one day in which he 
spent the whole hour in denouncing the 
Romans for hissing his Barber of Seville, 
just then produced 

“T have seen the time when ham and 
eggs in the South cost $3 a portion and

“T remember riding to Chicago from 
New York on the West Shore Railroad 
for $1 because there was a rate war and 
no Interstate Commerce Commission. I 
rode from San Francisco to Omaha, 1,865 
miles, for $5 for the same reason. I re- 
member when our train was once de- 
layed in Canada and a surly brakeman 
told us it was on account of another 
train that was carrving ‘a lot of immi 
grants and John Drew" 


“Oh, ves. I have had my ups and 
downs, but on the whole it has been 
most interesting. even when we had to

Talkies in 1928 


- JOSEPH M. SCHEN 


The production era in 1928 was di- 
vided into two parts. The first half of 
the year brought pictures far ahead of 
any productions made during prior 
years. In the midst of this successful 
season, with producers turning out their 
biggest efforts, a new medium of film 
entertainment, in the form of sound and 
dialog, brought a retarding that was 
very matural under the circumstances. 

Producers were afraid to continue 
making big costly pictures with the 
talkies in vogue and sweeping the land 
for two reasons. The first was that 
they were unprepared to make talkies. 
The second was that they could not af- 
ford to meet talkie opposition with cost- 
ly silent product. On the other hand, 
the exhibitor played an important role 
in this sudden shifting of entertain- 
ment, for he could pack his theaters 
with a talkie, due to the tremendous 
novelty of dialog pictures, and pay less 
than a big silent picture that cost per- 
haps three to six times the production 
value of the talking picture, with prac- 
tically the same total at his box office. 

During the second portion of the past 
season talkies were not only introduced, 
but given the acid test, and with the 
new season before them they must prove 
themselves worthy of attendanice and 
profit and must be just as entertaining 
as the silent productions This re- 
duces the situation to the fact that the 
Silent picture is just as attractive as 
ever and producers will continue mak- 
ing silent pictures, regardless of this 
newly found form of screen amusement. 

The past season brought the talkies. 
But while 
talkies so far has been chiefly due to 
their novelty, there is, in 
a great future for this form 
tainment in certain subfe 4S ideally 
suited to talkies, just as there are sub- 
jects that would be completely ruined

Circus agents in those days did not 
give the show away in advance. There

made on a rock-ground basis. The cir- 


cus man paid a fair price for everything, 
and the folks with whom he dealt paid 
to see his Contracting agents did

circus calling the old-time circus owner 
Phineas, Adam, Ben or Pete? Nowadays 
it is, “George told me this,” “Charlie 


said that,” “Zeke is going to do this” 
and “John said that,” etc. The trouble 
today is that the circus man is making 
approachable. He has ac- 
quired a desire to mingle in the society 
of people who really have no use for 
him and tolerate him only because of 
the gratification it may give them to be 
seen in the company of a big circus man 
or sit in the front door, an object of 
envy to his friends, impatiently awaiting 
a chance to get by the doorman. 


Now we come to the matter of city 
officials, petty officers and grafters. The 
demand for free tickets from city of- 
ficials is almost unbelievable. In the old 
days of circus graft, protection was se- 
cured by liberal use of free tickets 
Nowadays this is unnecessary with most 
shows, but the habit still remains, and 
the city officials from the mayor down 
to the city grave digger must have his 
free tickets for himself and his family, 
to say nothing of his friends, or else 
the circus finds itself obliged to pay an 
excessive license and become the victim 
of unjust shakedowns. The mayor and 
his family, as a matter of courtesy, are 
entitled to free admission, and so are 
the chief of police and the sheriff and 
their families, but there it should stop 
and it will have to stop. Today it keeps 
a circus adjuster busy half of the day 
writing out passes for the police depart- 
ment, deputy sheriff, health officers, 
constables, special police and any minor 
city official, from the man who issues 
the license to the fellow who turns on 
the water for the show’s horses. The 
custom of honoring every badge that 
shows up at the front door should be 
abolished. In a very few cases a right 
sheriff or city marshal will inform the 
circus man of fake or illegal badges or 
stars and they are turned down, but it 
is very seldom that this occurs. But a 
short time ago a man with six children 
and a wife showed up at the door of a 
certain circus and fished out an old 
deputy -sheriff’s commission that had 
been so badly worn that it fel apart as 
he opened it, and he had not been a 
legal official for years. He was passed in 
just the same rather than stir up any 
trouble with the law. A circus owner, 
now retired, had the right system in 
dealing with these officials. He paid his 
license, the price asked for, and in- 
formed the mayor that he was very glad 
to entertain him and the chief and the 
sheriff as a matter of courtesy. One 
officer in uniform delegated to preserve 
order would be admitted and no more. 
This should be the rule with all circuses. 
It will have to be done in the near fu- 
ture. In a certain Indiana city a circus 
played to 1,000 paid admissions on the 
day and gave out 1,100 passes to the city 
officials and police, and the latter stcod 
out in front of the marquee and passed 
out tickets to anyone they knew from 
painted ladies to taxi drivers. Years ago 
the lot man got $25 for his lot and 10 
tickets, The circus last year, for illus- 
tration, paid $100 and 50 tickets. A 
high-salaried contracting agent signed 
the lease. The lot man found it so easy 
to get what he wanted that this summer 
when the next high-salaried agert came 
along he didn’t find it at all difficult to 
ask for $150 and 100 tickets, all reserved. 
Now you ask me what he did with those 
tickets 1 if he needed them. It is easy 
to figure what he will another 
year, and if he doesn’t and there 
is no lot available that city or 
town won't have a circus if the agent 
is the right sort. A certain circus tried

kind of agents, and there are plenty of 
them just waiting the chance to make 
good. 


Nowadays the fire departments in 
most of the cities and towns have be- 
come as great a nuisance as the police. 
The city is paid for the water used and 
aman is supposed to be furnished on 
circus day to look after the hydrant 
The fire chief. however, has become 
obsessed with the idea that he must 
have tickets for the entire force and 
their wives or he is going to turn off the 
water This actually happened this 
pened many times also elsewhere The 
circus owner with guts can easily put 
an end to this nuisance Admit the 
chief and the fellow with the wrench, 
but turn down the others. It will have 
to be done. 


And now we come to the newspapers. 
Perhaps many may claim that it is un- 
ethical for me to take a stand on this 
matter and I should be content to let 
matters stand as they are. Any honest 
newspaperman, however, will agree with 
me that I am in the right and that 
something must be done in regard to 
the demand for free tickets and the 
manner in which the circus is used. In 
the first place, the newspapers are not 
inclined to deal fairly with the circus 
press agent. Their rates for circus ad- 
vertising are in most cases in excess of 
those charged the picture shows and at 
least 25 per cent higher than the rates 
quoted to other local advertisers. True, 
the newspaper business manager may 
claim that he gives the merchants the 
benefit of a yearly rate, but where is the 
justice in making a circus pay the pres- 
ent exorbitant rates and then not ask- 
ing but demanding anywhere from 100 
to 500 free passes, most of them re- 
served. The circus spends, say, $100 
with a city paper and gives it $500 worth 
of passes—for what? Maybe the circus 
gets two or three mats or a reader or 
two; in many cases not a single line of 
free publicity, for the agent has specified 
on the contract so many free tickets and 
sO many carrier-boy tickets. The news- 
paperman is sitting pretty and knows 
that he is going to get his tickets if he 
has not done a thing for the circus 
unless the press agent back with the 
show is obdurate, and then there is 
generally a row and the newspaperman 
sagely remarks, “Remember we go to 
press tomorrow.” I honor the press 
agent who says go ahead and roast and 
the next year does away with the sheet 
in question. The day will and should 
come when the circus agent contracts 
for a certain amount of space, pays for 
a specified number of lines of reading 
matter and gives no free tickets what- 
ever. The papers are forcing the circus 
man to take this drastic action Let 
me cite an instance. In a Texas city last 
fall a certain paper (I am charitable and 
will not mention the name) demanded 
40C tickets and 250 carrier-boy ticket: 
the same to be reserved, but according 
to the agent they were to be paid for at 
the rate of 50 cents a ticket. The show 
spent $85 in advertising with the paper 
On show day no one knew anythi 
about the 50-cent arrangement and 
doesn't till this day The tickets had 
been sent on in advance and they were 
used on circus day by well-dressed ladies 
and bearded men. As far as could be 
ascertained not a carrier boy had one of 


them. The other paper got wind of it, 


esked for 150 carrier-boy tickets and 
was refused In consequence, it did not 
ive the circus one Hine of publicity 
Carrier-boy tickets rarely reach the car- 
rie bot They are used by everyone in 
he office and anyone outside who has a 
friend on the sheet Press agents are 
giving weekly papers 25 free tickets wher 
there are not six employees in the office

mined stand in the matter there would 
be bigger and better shows, and 
owners themselves would have more 
time to devote to their business, unin- 
terrupted and unmolested by the free- 
ticket pests.

At a night club, if they 
don't care to dance every dance, they 
can sit at tables and eat and drink till 
they are ready to go out on the floor. It 
is, of course, debatable whether sugh a 
pretentious program would be feasible 
or desirable in an amusement park. For 
no matter how splendid an orchestra, 
how good an entertainment bill, how 
beautiful a hall, or how good the food, 
the location would still be in an amuse- 
ment park, with its attendant reputa- 
tion, and it is very doubtful if its suc- 
cess would be great enough to warrant 
the expenditure of the large amount of 
money necessary to promote and keep 
going such an elaborate enterprise. 


Then, too, the young folks mirht fig- 
ure that if they are going to spend prac- 
tically the same amount of money as 
they would at a regular night club, they 
might as well go there, and be free of 
any suggestion of amusement park at- 
mosphere. 

The heavy expense of a night club at- 
mosphere seems impracticable on the 
face of it in an amusement park, for the 
added reason that the class of patrons in 
such a park is not the class who develop 
into regular night club goers. 

It is undoubtedly true that in many of 
the largest parks the dance hall problem 
is a huge one, but if any drastic changes 
are to be made in the old regime, it

Plans Extensive Improvements in 1929 


Plans for the improvement of parks in 
Denver are under way, and when the 
work is finished the vast system of city 
rest and play places will be one of the 
most complete in this country. 

Denver’s parks are known as among 
the most beautiful in the United States. 
In addition to its mountain parks, out- 
side the limits of the city, Denver has 
about 50 parks within the city limits. 
The mountain parks are, however, con- 
trolled by the city. 

City Park, with an area of 468.74 acres, 
is the best known. In connection with 
it is the Habitat Zoo, which cost about 
$40,000 and is so constructed that ani- 
mals are seen as in their natural sur- 
roundings. Clyde E. Hill is superintend- 
ent of the zoo. 

According to The Denver Post. Francis 
M. Case and Frederick J. Ebert in April, 
1868, started the Denver park system by 
donating 2.44 acres of land for park pur- 
poses. Today those acres are known as 
Curtis Park and are the center of the 
city park system. 

The Colorado Museum of Natural His- 
tory is located at City Park. There are 
two lakes and boating faci ag A beau- 
tiful electric fountain in the larger lake 
is operated every evening during the 
summer. Beautiful flowers and the rar- 
est of plants may be seen in all parts of 
the park There is a municipal golf 
course in the park, where many years 
ago the city maintained a cricket ground. 
In the eastern extremity is the half-mile 


track of the Gentlemen's Driving and 
Riding Club, where horse races are held 
each Saturday afternoon during the 
summer. Tennis courts are maintained 
and the most attractive picnic places 
are plentiful. John Russell is superin- 


tendent of the park 

Washington Park in South Denver is 
no less beautiful. It has an area of 165 
acres, and the park grounds are literally 
covered with beautiful blossoms. A mu- 
nicipal bathing beach ts maintained at 
the park and water carnivals are 
stantly being held there during the sum- 
mer months. There are boating facili- 


ties, an outdoor bowling green and nu- 
merous other attractions. Adam Kohan- 
kie is the superintendent and is widely 
Known as a park man.
